Biologists Mirror Growing Concern 
Over Future Human Resources 


Sister Mary Ann Pauline, BVM, chair- 
man of the biology department at 
Clarke, was one of the faculty members 
who attended the recent Darwin Cen- 
tennial Celebration at the University of 
Chicago. Noted speakers presented con- 
temporary aspects of the theory of evo- 
lution. Here, Sister answers questions 
which seem pertinent to the centennial 
and some of the problems it highlighted. 


What is meant by organic 
evolution? 


The theory of organic evolution, as 
it is now understood, holds that present 
day plants and animals are lineal but 
modified descendants of pre-existing 
forms. 


Is the theory of organic 
evolution widely accepted 
among biologists today? 

Yes. Practically all authorities in the 
field of biology today accept the theory 
of organic evolution as the only one 
that gives unity and coherence to the 
many aspects of the biological sciences. 

I suppose that you are thinking about 
the possible attitude of theologians to 
this theory. The Church leaves it to the 
individual to accept or reject this view 
in accordance with his judgment as to 
the weight of scientific evidence behind 
it. In regard to the soul of man, it is 
the teaching of the Church that God 
creates directly and immediately the 
soul of each individual human being. 


There is much current discus- 
sion about “overpopulation” 
and the “population explosion.” 
What do these terms mean ?Are 
they related to evolution? 


For the first, the concepts of “over- 
population” or “population explosion” 
might be better expressed .in the terms 
of “population increase” or “pressures 
of population.” They suggest the grow- 
ing concern about a future state of bal- 
ance or imbalance between man’s needs 
—water, food, and raw materials for 
technical needs—and his actual re- 
sources. 

Proposed solutions about “overpopu- 
lation” at the present time and in the 
foreseeable future offer us a challenge 
in the sense that we must have enough 
knowledge of them and the problems 
they present to be able to accept or re- 
ject them. Positive solutions are sug- 
gested by those who see the remedy es- 
pecially in social and economic reforms, 
such as greater migration of peoples, 
freer trade, more cooperation among na- 
tions in international economic affairs. 
A better use of the tremendous stores 
of surplus food and other materials 
would seem to promise quicker retums 
to the human race than an attempt to 
control births, as was suggested by pan- 
elists at the recent Darwin Centennial. 

At that convention, Herman J. Mul- 
ler, Nobel prize winner from the Uni- 
versity Of Indiana, in discussing the “cul- 
tural-evolution of man” maintained that 
“the ‘only method consistent with cul- 
tural: progress whereby this situation 
can be met is the increasing recognition 
of individuals of their responsibility . . . 
for the genetic endowment of the gen- 
eration succeeding them.” He advocated 
restraint in reproduction among_ those 
not so favorably endowed, mentally and 
physically, and reproduction to ‘more 
than the average extent among those 
with seemingly finer inheritance fac- 
tors. 

Muller maintains that this “trend 
would be greatly promoted as _tech- 
niques and facilities are improved and 
accepted” that allow artificial transfer 
of germ cells to those who consent to 
this method of “pre-adoption.” That last 
word is a new term introduced by Mul- 


ler referring to the consent preliminary 


to artificial insemination.-" -

What is the teaching of the 
Catholic Church on birth con- 
trol? 


The Church stands unequivocally for 
a physically improved human race and 
for mankind’s social and economic im- 
rrovement, but her methods are not 
those of some modern eugenists. Her 
metiods are the practical carrying out 
of ke: Christian philosophy of _ life 
which helds that man’s body, like his 
soul. is a gift from God to aid that soul 
in His praise, reverence and _ service. 
She cannot; she will not change her 
condemnation of any practice of arti- 
ficial birth control because she cannot 
change nature, and she dares not con- 
travene the natural law. 

The Church does look with sympathy 
at the family which has serious reasons 
to limit the numer of children; she. 
therefore, countenances the — natural 
birth control that would result from ab- 
stinence, periodic or sustained. This is 
not the ideal situation sought by the 
Church. She would rather that national 
and international factors of production 
be so activated as to enable families 
to provide amply for their needs and 
thus to make thoughts of limitation un- 
necessary. 


As Catholic college students, 
what should be our attitude to- 
ward these problems? 


More than ever it is imperative that 
every Catholic be familiar with the 
stand of the Church concerning evolu- 
tion and birth control. It is important 
that they be intelligently articulate on 
these matters, lest by their ignorance 
they lend evidence to the argument that 
there exists a “warfare between science 
and theology.” 

I_ would recommend wide current 
reading on these subjects. Of particular 
worth recently have been articles in the 
Witness for Nov. 26 and Dec. 8 and 
New. World, Nov. 27. Overpopulation 
by Rev.’Dr. Anthony Zimmerman, SVD, 
isan: excellent book. The Clarke library 
has good. pamphlets on evolution and 
“overpopulation” from: both the Amer- 
ica Press and:.thePaulist Press. 


Business at hand... 
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Advent Liturgy 
Plumbs Longing 


Advent is the period of longing fo, 
the “Adventus Domini,” the coming of 
the Lord. The drama of the liturgy of 
Advent is enacted on three distinct ley. 
els; the historical level, the plane of 
grace and level of the final end or See: 
ond Coming. 


The chief function of the Church jg 
to strengthen our divine life now, How. 
ever, present impact is often disguised 
in events of the past. 


The liturgy of Advent most strongly 
emphasizes the first coming of Christ, 
the Incarnation. Reflection on this event 
has a certain spiritual value. However, 
Advent should be more than a sent. 
mental preview of Christmas as jt js 
viewed in civic and commercial circles, 
Although we cannot long for Christ’s 
First Coming, we can use the symbols 
of His birth and infancy to increase the 
measure of grace within us. 


The liturgy of the early church 
stressed Advent as a preparation for 
Christ’s Second Coming. From the first 
Gospel of Advent throughout the sea- 
son, the epistles, collects, and other 
proper parts of the Mass refer to the 
glorious coming of Christ at the end 
of time. The embellishments of later 
ages have obscured this older meaning, 


The Christmas cycle is a_ threefold 
advent. The liturgy recalls our Lord’s 
historical coming, seeing it as a symbol 
of His coming in grace. It also antici- 
pates and prepares us for His Second 
Coming. Finally, these three levels con- 
verge in the celebration of the Mass and 
liturgy which are a powerful vehicle for 
His coming in grace. 


New Year Asset, Liability Tally 
Attempts Perfect Personality 


Tallying of assets and liabilities is the 
proper business in January. It is a good 
time to balance the budget of one’s fi- 
nances and personal character. 

Property does not have the same 
value in January, 1960, as it did in Jan- 
uary, 1959. A re-evaluation is in order. 
Perhaps, the value is enhanced or else 
it is depreciated. 

Likewise, we need a personal re- 
evaluation. Unfortunately, we can nev- 
er stand still. Either, we are improving 
or we are taking a gradual slide back- 
ward, 

How are you “balancing out” here 
at Clarke? For instance, are you in a 
better position spiritually than you were 
in eighth grade, than’ you were last 
year? You are not the same. One would 
look for a more mature’ and intellectual 
appreciation of religion, a realization 
of the helps of the Mass, the sacraments, 
holy hour, and spiritual reading in ac- 
cordance with your capacity, 

Are you in the red intellectually? Con- 
sider if you are working up to your ca- 
pacity, if learning brings a personal 
compensation to you above the mere 
grades, if you read or do extra research 
on your own, if you are, widening your 
interests and appreciation beyond’ the 
areas most easily accessible and _pleas- 
ing to you. 

You want your social ledger in bal- 
ance too. Some practices of womanly 
qualities the college situation provides 
are poise, consideration, punctuality, 
compassion and cheerfulness. Has your 
taste in grooming, clothes and speech 
improved or lessened? Also have you 
faced the fact that there is another sex 
in the world? As a hostess at a mixer 
or as a guest at a holiday party can you 
make your date or the fellow to your 
right feel at his ease and interested? 

Your physical deficiencies are some- 
times too easily, brought to your atten- 
tion by.a week in bed with the flu or 


a nasty cold. At any rate, one can neg- 
lect her health at school by signing out 
of meals and by keeping late hours. 

If your psychological outlook is bank- 
rupt, perhaps breaking away from the 
campus on the weekend or interest in 
a new art would provide a boost. 

Like the national budget, a perfect 
balance of personal qualities is too 
much to hope for. The beginning of the 
new year, however, is an opportunity 
not for a rash outbreak of resolutions 
but for a fruitful evaluation. Why let 
yourself slip back over hard earned ter- 
ritory? Since the action is constant, why 
not make it personal progress.
